ble to himſelfe. Whereupon , not willing to bee 
hindrance to others, and procure no good for 
his owne maintenance by his labours , left thar 
tradeof life, and kept home, where his former 
griefe encreaſing, ſought to obtainehelp and re- 
medie by Chirurgery , and forthis end went to 
Yarmouth, hoping to be cured by one there,who 
was accompred very skilfull : bur no medicines 
applyed by the Rules of Arte and Experience, 
wrought any expected or hoped foretfe& : for 
both his hands and feete, which ſeemed in ſome 
meaſure cuery cuecning to be — in the mor- 
ning were found to haue gone backeward, and 
growne far worſe then betore : Sothat the Chi- 
rurgian perceiving his labour to bee wholly fru- 
ſtrate, gaue ouer the cure, and the diſcaſed pati- 
ent ſtill continuech in a moſtdiftrefſedand milſe- 
rable eſtate , vnto the which hee was brought by 
the helliſh praiſes of this malitious woman , 
who long before openly in the ſtreetes , (whenas 
yeethe neighbours knew ofnoſuchthing) reioy- 
cing atthe calatnity,ſaid,Orktoz now lycth a rot- 
ting. And no maruell though ſhe could cell that 
which herſelfe had done, and her good maiſter 
would not ſuffer to be concealed , bur thatthe re» 
ſtimony of her owne tongue ſhould remayne as a 
record towardes her further detetion and con- 
demnation, who ſought meanes ofher voluntary 
accord to be reconciled with the wofull diſtreſſed

"J.- ſecond perſondiſtreſſed , by this witch, 


was Elizabeth Hancocke, then widdow , now 


wife of Iames Scot: the maner, occaſion, and pro- 


cceding of whoſe dealing againſt her was thus. 


She comming out of the towne from the ſhoppe 
of one S707 Browne a Silkeman, vnto whom ſhe 
had carried home ſome worke,which was by him 
pur cut vnto her ; Henry Smith, as ſhee paſſed b 

his doore, rooke herby the hand, ard ſmilingly 
faid,that his ducke(meaning his wife, this woman 
of whon: we now ſpeake) tolde him that ſhee had 
ftolnc her henne; which wordes ſhee then paſſed 


Ou cl, 
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ouer, as onely ſpoken in merriment, and denying 
the ſame : inthe meanerime, as they were inter- 
changing theſe words, ſhee came herſelfe, and 
dire&ly charged her with the henne, and wiſhed 
that the bones thereof might ſticke in her throar, 
when ſhe ſhould eate the ſame : which ſpeech alſo 
ſhe made no great reckoning of, ſuppoſing them 
to be but words of courſe , and might bee vttered 
in jeaſt. Neuerthelcſle, afterward better conſide- 
ring of the ſame , conceiued much griefe, to bee 
counted one of fo euill quality and diſpoſition, 
and eſpying that hen for which ſhe was accuſed, 
to fit ypon the hatch of her ſhoppe doore,, went 
to her, and mooued with the indignity of that 
{launder, and vniuit impuration, rold her in ſome 
paſſion and angry manner, that it was a diſhoneſt 
part chus to blemiſh the good name of her neigh+ 
bors with ſo vntruc aſperſions: wh=reupon,brea- 
king foorth in ſome violence, ſhe wiſhed the pox 
tolighevpon her , and named her prowde /inny, 
prowde flurrs, and ſhaking the hand,bade her go 
in, for ſhe ſhould repentic; and the ſame night, 


within three or foure houres after theſe curſes and . 


imprecations vttered, ſhe was taken and pinched

thing diminiſhed, and ſo continued for the ſpace 
of three weekes; in which time, when ſhe was any 
thing well, would come to the doore ,-and leane 
vpon the ſtall, whom this Marie Smith ſecing,did 
euerbanne, adding the former curſe, the poxe 


| light vpon you, can you yet come to the doore? 
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and at the end of theſe three weckes , beeing but 
very weake , cime foorth as ſhee vſed to doe, to 
take theayre, this miſchieuous woman molt bit- 
terly curſed her againe , whereupon ſhe went in- 
to the houſe, fell into ſuch a torturing fit, and nip« 
ping atthe heatt, tharſhe fainted, hardly recoue- 
xable for the ſpace of halfe an houre, and fo grie- 
uouſly racked and tormented through all parts of 
her body,as if the very fleth had beene torne from 
the bones, by the violent paine whereof ſhe could 
not refraine, bur tore the haire from offer head, 
and became as one diſtraught, bereauecd of ſence, 
and vnderſtanding: And the ſame nightthe bed

her vrine, went to onefor his aduice (whoſe fat 
herein is no way inſtifiable,and argued bur a ſmall 
meaſure of religion , andthe knowledge of God 
in him.) who firſt tolde vnto him the cauſe ofhis | 
comming, that is, to ſeeke help for his daughter, 
and then added, that ſhe was fo farre ſpent, thae 
ithec had ſtayed but one day longer, the woman 
= : who. 
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who had wrongd her, would hane ſpenther heart; 
and ſo become vnrecouerable, and thereupon 
ſhewed himherfacein a Glaſſe, and further, 0. 
pened the beginning cauſe of falling out, which 
was for ahen, which before this, Drake neyther 
knewnorheard of, and then gaue his counſell for 
remedy, which was the matter ſoughtfor & defi- 
red,8& that was in this order. To make a cake with 
flower from the Bakers, & to mix the ſame inſtead 
of other liquor,with her own water,and bake it on 
the harth, wherof the one halfe was ro be applyed 
and laid to the region of the heart, the othcr halfe 
to the back direQly oppolit; & furcher,gaue a box 
of oinement like triacle, which muſt be ſpread vp- 
on that cake, and a powder to be caft vpon the 
ſame, and certaine words written in a paper, to 
be layd on likewiſe with the other,adding this ca- 
uear, thatif his daughter did not amend within 
ſix houres after the raking of theſe receits , then 
there was no health or recouery to be looked for: 
& further,withed filenceto be kept herein,for the 
womi who had done this, would know any thing. 
_ Andbeing thus furniſhing with inftru@ions, 
and returning home, as hee alighted from his 
horſe to enter into that houſe where his daughter 
lay (being the next vato Mary Smiths): ſhee then 
ſtood leaning ouer her ſhop window, whom hee 
knew to be that perſon, which was ſhewed vnto 
him, and ſhe curſed him paſſing by, and told his 
daughter that her Father had beene with a'VWi-. 
ſard. And the next day following after they had 
put in praRile the Sion giuen, ſheafhicmed

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to divers ofthe neighbours, that Drake the affi 
ted womans farther, had beene to aske counſell, 
and made a Witch Cake, bur ſhee would learne 
how they came to haue that knowledge : yer for 
the preſent the found helpe, and was freed from 
the languiſhing and other conflits wherewith 
ſhe was aſſaulted by the ſpace of fixe weckes. 
After this, being married vnto /emes Scof, 2 
great Cat which kept with this Witch (of whoſe 
1aternall both purpoſes and | yp rene wee now 
ſpeake) frequented their houſe ; and vpon doing 
ſome ſcathe, her husband moucd therwith, thru 


- it twice through with his ſword : which notwith= 


ſtanding thoſe wounds receiued, ran away : then 
he ſtroke itwith all his force vpon the head with 
2 great pike ſtaffe, yer could nor kill her ; bur ſhee 
leapt after this vpward almoſt a yard from the 
boords of that chamber where ſhe now was, and 
crept downe : which hee perceiuing, willed his 
lad (a boy of fourereene yeares) to dragge her ro 
the muck-hill, but was not able; and therefore pur 
her into aſacke,and being in the ſame, ſtill moued 
and ſtirred. Whereupon they pur her our againe, 
and caſt her vnder a paire of ſtaires, wine in 
the morning, to ger more helpe, and carry her a- 
way ; butthen could not be found, though all the 


- doores that night were locked, and neucr heard 


what afterward became thereof, 
Not long after, this Witch came-forth with a 


 Birchin broome, and rthreatned to lay it vpon the 


head of Elizabeth Scot, and defiled her cloathes 
therewith, as ſhe ſweptthe ſtreet before her ſhop

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doore, and that in the ſight of her kusband, who 

not digeſting this indignity offered vnto his wife, 

threatned that if ſhe had any fuch fits,as ſheendu- 

red being a Widow before marriage, hee would 

hang her. Atthis ſhe clapped her hands,and ſaid 

hee killed her Cat. And within two or three 

dayecs after this enterchange of words betweene 

them, his wife was perplexed with the like paine 

and griefe at her heart, as formerly ſhe had beene; 

and that for two dayes and a night: wherefore her 

husband went to this wrathfull and malicious per- 

{on, aſſuring that if his wife did not amend, hee 

would accuſe her to the Magiſtrate, and cauſethe _

A Third ſubie& whereupon this wrathfull wo- 
mans anger wrought, was Creely Balye, then 
ſeruant to Robert Coulton, now witc of Wi!liam 
Faux, who ſweeping the ſtreet before her maiſters 
doore vpon a Saturday in rhe evening, Mary 
Smith began to pick a quarrel] about the manner 
of ſweeping, ahd ſaid vnto her ſhe was a great fat- 
tail'd {ow,bur that farneſſe ſhould ſhortly be oy 
c

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led downeand abated. And the next nightbeing 
Sunday immediatly following, 'a Cat came vnto 
her,ſate vpon her breaſt, with which ſhe was grie- 
uouſly tormented,andſo oppreſſed,that ſhe could 
not without great dificulty draw her breath, and 
at the ſame inſtant did perfeatly ſee the ſaid tary 
in the chamber where the lay,who (as ſhe concei- 
ved) ſer that Cat vpon her, and immediatly after 
fel! ſicke,languiſned, and grew exceeding leane ; 
and ſo continued for the ſpace of halfe ayeare to- 
gerther,during the whole continuance in her mai- 
{icrs ſeruice; vntill departing frem him,ſhe dwelt 
With one Miſtres Garoway, and then began to bee 
amended in her health, and recouer of her for. 
FT: mer pining ſicknefle: for this Witch had faid,that 
ſolong as ſhe dweltneerc her, ſhe ſhouldnorbe 
well, but grow from euill to worſe.

ſpeeches, as this Cicely did both heare and ſee,

He fourth endammaged by this Hagge, was 

one Edmund Newton : the diſcontentmenc 
did ariſe from this ground ; Becauſe hee had 
bought ſcucrall bargaines of Holland cheeſe,and 
ſold them agai which (he thoughe her bene- 
fax ro be ſomewhat impaired, yſing the like kinde 
of trading. The manner of her dealing with him 
was in this ſort. At euery ſeuerall time of buying 
Checſc he was grieuoully afflited, being thrice, 
and at the laft,cither ſhe or a ſpirit in ber likenefſe 
did appeare vnto him, and whisked about his face 
(as hc lay in bed) a wer cloath of very: loathſome 
ſauour; after which hee did ſce one cloathed in 
ruſſer with a little buſh beard , who told him hee 
was ſent to looke vpon his ſore legge, and would:

ſenther Impes,a Toad,and Crabs crawling abour 
the houſe, which was a ſhoppe planchered with 
boords, where his ſcruants (hee being a Shooe- 
maker) did worke : one of which rooke that toad, 
pur it into the fire, where it made & groaning 
noyſ for ons quarter of an houre before it was 
conſumed; during which-rime Mary Smith who 
{ent it, did endure, (as was reported) torturing 
paines, teſtifying the felt griefe by her out-cryes 
then made. E 

The ſickneſſe which he firſt ſuſtained, was in 
manner of a madneſle or phrenſie, yer with ſome. 
interpoſed releaſe of extremity : ſo that for thir- 
rcenc or fouretcene weekes together hee would 
be of perfe& memory, other times diſtracted and 
depriued of all fence. Alſo the ioynts and parts 
of his body were benummed, beſides other pains 
and greifes from which hee is nor yer freed, bY 
continuethin great weakeneſle, diſabled ro per- 
formeany labour, whereby hee may ger ſufficient 
and comperent maintenance. And by the councel 
of ſome, ſending for this woman by whom hee 
was wronged, that he might ſcratch her ( for this 
hath gone as currant, and may plead preſcription 
for warrant a foule finne among Chriſtians to 
thinke one Witch-craft can drive out another) 
his nailes turned like feathers, having no ſtrength 
to lay his hands vpon her. 

And it is not improbable but that ſhe had deale 
nobetrer with others then theſe aboue mentio- 


_ ned. For M* Thomes Yonges of London, Fiihmon- 


ger, reportcd vato me, that after the Cemand of 
a 


Las 
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a debt due vnto M* Jobr Maſon, Silkeman of rhe 
ſame Citie, whoſe Widow hee married, from 
Henry Smith Glouer her husband, ſome cxecrati-* 
ons and curſes being withed vnto him, within 
three or foure dayes (being then gone to Yar- * 
mouth in Norfolke vpon neceſſary buſinefle)there 
fell ſicke, and was tortured with exceeding and 
maſſacring griefes, which by no meanes thauing 
vſcd the aduiſe of ſundry learned and expericnced 
Phyſicians in Norwich) could in any part be mi- . 
tigatcd, and ſo extraordinarily vexecd thirtcene 
moneths, was conſtrained to go on Crutches,not 
being able to feed himſelte, and amended not be- 
fore this miſchieuous woman was committed to 
priſon (accuſed for other wickedneſſes of the like 
kinde) at which time (ſo necre as he could con- 
jeure) he then recciued ſome releaſe of his for- 
mer paines, though at the preſent when hee made 
this relation, which was at Candlemas laſt paft, 
had not perfe&ly recouered his wonted ftrength: 
for his left hand remained lame, and without 
vie. 

But thus much by the way onely,omitting how 
before this accidenta great Water-dogge ranne 
ouer his bed, the doore'of the chamber where he 
lay being ſhut,no ſuch oneknowne (for carefull 
enquiry was made) cither to haue been inthat 
houſe where hee lodged, or in the whole Towne 
at any time. 

I doe nor infiſt ypon this, becauſe ſheedid nor 
nominate him or any other vato vs, but onely 
thoſe fourealready expreſſed: and forthe wrongs

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done to them, ſhe craued mercy at Gods hands, 


as for all other her ſins, and in particular for that 


of Witch-crafr, renounced the Dinell, embraced 
the mercies of God purchaſed by the obedience 
of Teſus Chriſt, and profeſſed that her hope was 
onely by his ſuffering and paſſion to bee ſaucd. 
Ad all theſe, tharis to fay, her former grieuous 
offences committed againſt God,and his people, 
her d<fiance of the Diucll, and repoſing all con- 
fence of ſaluation in Chriſt Iceſus alone, and his 
merits, ſhe in particular maner confeſſed openly 
at the place of execution, in the audience of mul- 
titudes of people gathered together (as is vſuall 
at ſuch times) to be beholders of her death. And 
madethere alſo profeſſion of her faith, and hope 
of a better life hereafter; and rhe meanes where- 
by ſhe tcuſted to obtaine the ſame, as before, hath 
beene ſpecified. And beingasked, if ſhe would be 
contented to hauca Pſalme ſung, anſwered wil- 
lingly that ſhe deſired the ſame, and appointed ir 
herſelfe, The Lamentation of a Sinner, whoſe be- 
ginning is, Lord turne net away thy face, &rc. And 
after the ending thereof thus finiſhed her life : $o 
thatin the iudgement of charity, we are to con« 
cciue thebeſt, and thinke ſheereſteth in peace, 
notwithſtanding her heynous tranſgreſſions far 
merly committed: for there is no maladay incura- 
bleto the Almighty Phyfitian, E/ay 1. 18. Ezech. 
33-17. Therefore Caine did iniury to-God, when 
cenuicted ofthe barbarous and vnnaturall mur- 
ther of his righteous brother, cryed out that his:

{cell ofa Soothſayer or Coniurer; if this then be a 
crime of ſuch nature, in thoſe, who it may bee 
heerein thought not to doe cuill, there is no rea- 
ſon to induce any to thinke that hee will ſpare the 
\ wilfull, and purpoſed authors thereof, and Magi- 
tians, who worke onely iuggling trickes, and il- 
luſions,and fore-tell ſome future things,as yet vn- 
knowne vatill chey doe ſo fall out, arenor freed 
from the ſentence condemnatorie ; much more 
then thoſe who willingly,and vpon premeditated 
malice, murther or impairethelife and good e- 
ſtate of other,deſerue to ſtand paralell with them. 

- And there can no reſon be yielded ofthis fo (har 
a cenſure, but onely becauſe they haue bebe 
and accordingly exerciſe vnlawfull arts, for who- 
ſocuer endeuoureth to bring that thing to paſſe, 
by pretending naturall meanes, which exccederh 
the power of Nature, and is not thereunto en- 
abled cytherby God, orthe miniſtery of good 
Angells at his appoyntment, hee muſt of neceſlt-

Eightly,che Iudge ot ciuil Magiſtrate is bound 
by vertue of that office, and ſuperioritie he ſuſtai- 
neth inthe common-wealth , to purge and free 
thar place, in, and ouer which he hath cemmand, 
ofall malefators, which ifhe doe ncgle@, then 
is a double offender, againſt the Law borh of Iu- 
ſtice and Charity ; for hee is obliged by duety to 
foreſee (fo much as in hum lyerh) that the publike 
ſtare ſhould be ſecured , which it coneerneth to 
haue offenders puniſhed , otherwiſe hee makerh 
himſelfe partner with them in their outrages and 
offences, and ſtandeth anſwerable for thoſe dam- 
mages ſuſtained by the whole bodie of the people 
in generall, or vndergone by any particular of the 
ſame, forſparing ofthe wicked * is hurting the 
good, and heethar dothnotrepreſle and forbid 
cuill(when it is in his power) doth countenance 
andimaintaine it. 

Much more might be added , and many ex-
